In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have  endeavoured  to  deal  briefly 
with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility  regarding  public  health  and  preventive 
medicine  and  I have  included  all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  in.

GENERAL. 


The  Colwyn  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  29,579  acres  and  is 
alfaost  entirely  agricultural,  but  has  a small  amount  of  industry  which  is 
situated  in  the  Parish  of  Llanelwedd.  There  are  no  large  towns  in  the  district. 
The  second  show  of  the  Royal  Welsh  Agricultural  Society  at  the  new  permanent 
site  at  Llanelwedd  was  held  during  July.

Inspector  and  Surveyor,  and  Mr.  J.R.M.  Walker  as  assitional  Public  Health 
Inspector.  These  two  Officers  work  in  a similar  capacity  for  the  Builth  R.D.C. 
& Llanwrtyd  Wells  U.D.C.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  district  was  served  by  ambulances  from  Llandrindod  Wells  and 
Built h Wells,  both  administered  by  their  respective  County  Authorities. 

Home  Nursing. 

District  nurses  operating  under  the  supervision  of  the  Radnor  Health 
Authority  carried  out  nursing  duties. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Orthopaedic,  E.N.T.,  and  Chest  Clinics  are  held  regularly  at 
Llandrindod  Wells,  and  a weekly  Chest  Clinic  is  held  at  Bui 1th  Cottage  Hospital. 


There  is  no  hospital  in  the  district,  treatment  being  available  at 
the  County  Hospital,  Llandrindod  Wells,  and  at  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Builth  Wells. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Adequate  arrangements  are  in  existance  in  the  area  for  maternity  and 
child  welfare.  Supervision  directed  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Section  3.  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water  Supplies. 

Water  supplies  to  the  district  are  now  administered  by  the  Builth 
& District  Water  Board.  Stage  1 of  the  comprehensive  scheme  provides  a supply 
to  properties  in  the  Parishes  of  Llandrindod  Rural,  Disserth  & Trecoed  and 
Llanelwedd.  Additional  branch  lines  were  approved  for  the  Caerwnon,  Red  House 
and  Llwynbrain  areas  of  Disserth  & Trecoed  parish,  also  from  Llanelwedd  to  the 
Crossways  and  Glanwye  districts  of  LLanfaredd  Parish. 

During  the  year  3 properties  were  connected  to  the  mains  for  the  first

A milk  collection  centre,  operated  by  the  Co-operative  Wholesale 
Society  is  situated  in  the  district,  and  after  cooling,  the  milk  is  re-distributed 
in  bulk  to  creamaries  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  Sanitary  conditions  in 
these  premises  remained  excellent.
